am  so  very  honoured  to  be  here  with  you  on  this  significant  day;  delighted  to  share  in  your  celebrations,  your  relief  at  what  you  have  come 
jugh  and  your  anxiety  about  what  comes  next!  WHAT  comes  next?  We  don't  know.  We  don't  know  what  lies  ahead  of  us  or  where  life 
, .  ,  1  take  us.  It  took  me  from  here  to  the  West  Coast,  the  East  Coast  and  a  lot  of  small  places  between.  It  took  me  from  jobs  in  sales  &  retail  to 
the  restaurant  &  hotel  trade,  where  I  earned  a  good  income,  had  a  great  social  life,  but  didn't  have  much  job  satisfaction. 
^    My  mother,  as  mothers  do,  gave  me  a  small  book  titled  "Do  what  you  love  &  the  money  will  follow."  It  had  some  good  advice!  Advice  that 
'stressed  the  i  mportance  of  knowing  what  you  wanted  from  I  ife,  &  of  havi  nga  supportive  fami  ly .  So  at  32  years  of  age  I  decided  to  make  a  change; 
x^evv  what  I  wanted  from  life:  to  be  a  happy  person,  to  do  something  creative;  1  decided  to  be  a  chef! 

Vou  have  probably  heard  that  chefs  are  loud,  highly  strung,  unreasonable  'prima  donnas'.  I  can  tell  you  that  it's  all  true!  When  1  approached 
some  of  them  to  ask  their  advice,  some  said  that  if  they  had  it  to  do  over  again  they  wouldn't  become  a  chef.  Others  said  I  would  not  last  six 
~  months.  And  there  were  some  who  just  said  'don't'.  Well,  1  didn't  take  their  advice.  I  enrolled  in  a  professional  cooking  course.  With  a  certificate 
■  In  my  hand,  hope  in  my  heart  and  my  heart  in  my  mouth,  I  tried  for  work  as  an  apprentice  chef.  After  being  passed  over  for  the  younger  and 
male  job  applicant  in  the  more  desirable  restaurants,  I  turned  to  friends  who  were  running  a  successful  Michelin  starred  restaurant  in  Belfast. 
'  ev  agreed  to  take  me  on.  My  folks  helped  with  a  plane  ticket.  I  had  to  say  good-bye  to  family  &  friends  &  in  almost  no  time  at  all!  arrived 
Belfast.  That's  Northern  Ireland  for  any  whose  geography  isn't  the  best,  or  who  don't  watch  the  news.  Belfast  has  been  in  the  news  for  the 
thirty  years ...  for  all  the  wrong  reasons.  But  let  me  tell  you  about  some  of  the  right  ones. 
J    Believe  it  or  not,  Belfast  is  a  pleasant  place  to  live  in.  It  feels  like  Vancouver  felt  25  years  ago.  I  love  walking  down  the  street  and  looking 
in  the  eyes  of  a  stranger  to  see  a  wee  sparkle  of  a  greeting,  to  get  that  nod  and  a  wink.  That  is  something  that  is  special  to  Ireland,  both  north 
and  south.  And  what  was  I  doing  there?  I  was  a  slave!. .  .workinga  60  hour  week.  Well,  some  of  you  might  be  thinking  that's  not  much  different 
from  life  at  Balmoral  Hall  .  . .  perhaps,  but  at  least  you  can  understand  what  is  being  said  to  you. 

In  Belfast,  when  somebody  spilled  something,  1  wondered  why  they  needed  a  map  ....  Later  I  found  out  they  meant  a  mop!  Craic  means 
'  good  conversation  . .  .(it's  an  old  Irish  word  used  all  the  time).  And  if  someone  asks  you  when  you  will  be  red  up,  it  actually  means  when  will 
'  you  be  finished!  Anyway,  there  I  was  in  a  tiny,  hot  windowless  kitchen  in  Belfast  city  centre,  chained  to  a  kitchen  where  the  chef  at  the  end 
^  of  the  day  would  say  "there  are  200  duck  legs  to  prep",  or  "here  is  a  stone  of  squid  to  be  cleaned"  or  even  worse,  to  clean  out  the  oven,  all 
before  you  could  finish  what  was  already  a  1 3  hour  day!  After  a  year  of  this,  it  felt  like  I  wasn't  getting  anywhere.  The  penny  dropped.  I  had 
come  to  know  what  'respect  for  the  professional  kitchen'  meant  and  the  importanceof  a  good  foundation  and  meticulous  preparation. !  learned 

how  to  taste.  That  less  is  really  more.  That  quality  is  more  important  than  quantity.  And  that  you  truly  get  back  what  you  put  in  in  life 

as  well  as  in  cooking!  I  learned  the  value  of  friendship  . . .  and  the  support  of  my  family  who  encouraged  me. 

^  My  employer  asked  me  to  take  charge  of  the  Kitchen  In  their  new  venture  ...  a  small  cafe  in  the  heart  of  Belfast.  It  was  an  exciting  time.  I 
^  found  I  loved  the  pressure,  &  the  responsibility.  I  also  met  my  partner  Stephen  during  this  time;  I'm  pleased  to  say  he's  made  the  trip  across 
'  the  Atlantic  with  me  to  be  here  today.  1  had  always  dreamed  of  having  my  own  restaurant.  Stephen  shared  my  dream  and  together  we  began 
,  to  look  for  a  suitable  location.  I  continued  to  work  in  various  restaurants,  as  a  chef,  as  a  waitress,  and  as  a  manager,  to  get  as  much  experience 
"  as  I  could.  With  some  excellent  advice  again  from  friends,  I  went  to  London  to  work  in  the  River  Cafe,  one  of  the  capital's  best  places. 
After  a  several  false  starts,  Stephen  &  I  found  what  we  were  looking  for.  Holywood  is  a  little  town  just  outside  Belfast  on  the  shores  of  Belfast 

Lough.  In  the  middle  of  the  town ,  is  High  Street.  At  the  centre  of  High  Street  is  our  restaurant . . .  down  'Patton's  lane',  &  up  a  short  flight  of 
^  stairs  &  into  an  atmosphere  which  we  have  made  welcoming,  fresh,  &  exciting;  where  people  can  meet  and  enjoy  a  bit  of  craic  together. 

Our  vision  for  a  restaurant  was  to  have  something  different,  something  modern.  We  wanted  to  create  a  new  experience  in  the  northern  Irish 
'  dining  scene.  We  had  no  idea  of  the  many  many  decisions  that  had  to  be  made,  let  alone  the  convincing  of  the  bank  manager  and  ourselves 
'  that  we  were  doing  the  right  thing.  There  were  many  other  things  to  trouble  us:  Keeping  the  peace  between  the  plumber,  &  the  builder,  not 
,  to  mention  the  painters,  the  electrician  &  the  burst  pipe  that  flooded  the  entire  restaurant.  In  spite  of  this,  we  continued  to  move  forward  even 

^  with  some  people  expressing  shock  at  our  colours  &  disbelief  at  our  boldness.  And  then  What  were  we  going  to  call  our  restaurant? 

We  took  the  name  Fontana  from  the  artist  Lucio  Fontana,  who  had  a  firm  conviction  that  in  an  age  of  great  technological  developments  art 

should  respond  to  unprecedented  challenges.  This  conviction  prompted  the  remark  he  made  when  talking  about  his  work  "Cest  I'idee  qui 

compte";  by  this  he  wished  to  stress  the  crucial  importance  of  the  concept  on  which  the  work  should  be  based.  For  me  cooking  is  an  art  &  our 

concept  of  Fontana  is  our  expression  of  that  art  in  Holywood,  County  of  Down  In  the  North  of  Ireland. 
Fontana  has  just  celebrated  its  first  year  in  business.  We've  been  included  in  the  1 999  edition  of  the  Bridgestone  guide,  titled  "The  top  1 00 

Restaurants  in  Ireland"  with  a  special  footnote  giving  our  room  the  listing  as  the  best  place  to  be  seen  in.  We've  been  featured  in  several  up 

market  magazines  and  we  most  recently  had  the  Canadian  Minister  for  Foreign  Trade,  the  Honourable  Sergio  March!,  host  a  lunch  with  us  for 

Northern  Ireland's  leading  business  men  &  women. 
Fontana  Restaurant  has  taught  me  the  importance  of  believing  in  your  ideas  and  that  if  you  show  enough  enthusiasm  for  them,  others  will 

believe  in  them  too.  It  has  shown  me  the  value  of  friends  &  family,  for  all  I  needed  to  do  was  ask.  People  love  to  help  if  only  they  are  asked. 

I  learned  the  importance  of  a  strong  foundation  built  on  education  &  experience.  But  most  of  all,  I  learned  to  believe  in  myself,  &  that  only  then 

could  1  make  my  dream  a  reality! 

Soon  it  will  be  the  end  of  the  nineteen  hundreds.  We  are  about  to  start  a  new  century  &  millennium.  Balmoral  Hall  has  given  you,  the  Class 
of  '99,  a  brilliant  foundation,  friends  to  support  you.  The  possibilities  for  your  future  are  unlimited.  Only  you  can  know  what  your  dream  is, 
&  you  don't  know  where  it  might  take  you. 

The  possibilities  for  all  of  you  are  breath  taking ....  so  take  a  deep  breath  and  go.
